LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill amends provisions of the Election Code, the Government Records Access and
Management Act, and related provisions, in relation to the disclosure, provision, or use
of the list of registered voters or information in the list of registered voters.
Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:

» defines terms;

» modifies a voter registration form;

» places limitations on who may obtain a voter's date of birth from a voter registration
form,;

» places limitations on providing or using a voter's date of birth that is obtained from
a voter registration form;

» establishes requirements and procedures to ensure that a voter's date of birth is not
obtained, provided, or used unlawfully;

» establishes a procedure by which a person may request that the person's voter
registration record be classified as private if disclosure of the person's voter
registration record, or information included in the voter registration record, is likely
to put the voter or a member of the voter's household's life or safety at risk or to put
the voter or a member of the voter's household at risk of being stalked or harassed;

» provides civil and criminal penalties for a person who unlawfully obtains, provides,
or uses a voter's date of birth that is obtained from a voter registration record,

» grants rulemaking authority to the director of elections within the Office of the

(2) (a) Except as provided under Subsection (2)(b), the county clerk shall retain a copy
of each voter registration form in a permanent countywide alphabetical file, which may be
electronic or some other recognized system.

(b) The county clerk may transfer a superceded voter registration form to the Division
of Archives and Records Service created under Section 63A-12-101.

(3) (a) Each county clerk shall retain lists of currently registered voters.

(b) The lieutenant governor shall maintain a list of registered voters in electronic form.

(c) Ifthere are any discrepancies between the two lists, the county clerk's list is the
official list.

(d) The lieutenant governor and the county clerks may charge the fees established
under the authority of Subsection 63G-2-203(10) to individuals who wish to obtain a copy of
the list of registered voters.

(C) ensures, using industry standard security measures, that the date of birth of a

registered voter that is obtained from the list of registered voters may not be accessed by a

person other than a qualified person;

(D) verifies that each qualified person, other than a qualified person described in

Subsection (4)(a)(1) or (v), to whom the person provides the date of birth of a registered voter

that is obtained from the list of registered voters, will only use the date of birth to verify the

accuracy of personal information submitted by an individual or to confirm the identity of a

person in order to prevent fraud, waste, or abuse;

(E) verifies that each qualified person described in Subsection (4)(a)(1), to whom the

person provides the date of birth of a registered voter that is obtained from the list of registered

voters, will only use the date of birth in the qualified person's capacity as a government official

or government employee; and

(F) verifies that each qualified person described in Subsection (4)(a)(v), to whom the

person provides the date of birth of a registered voter that is obtained from the list of registered

voters, will only use the date of birth for a political purpose.

(b) Notwithstanding Subsection 63G-2-302(1)(j)(iv), and except as provided in

Subsection 63G-2-302(1)(k), the lieutenant governor or a county clerk shall, when providing

the list of registered voters to a qualified person under this section, include, with the list, the

dates of birth of the registered voters, if:

(1) the lieutenant governor or a county clerk verifies the identity of the person and that
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the person is a qualified person; and

(11) the qualified person signs a document that includes the following:

(A) the name, address, and telephone number of the person requesting the list of

registered voters;

(F) a statement that if the person obtains the date of birth of a registered voter from the

list of registered voters under false pretenses, or provides or uses the date of birth of a

registered voter that is obtained from the list of registered voters in a manner that is prohibited

by law, is guilty of a class A misdemeanor and is subject to a civil fine;

(G) an assertion from the person that the person will not provide or use the date of birth

of a registered voter that 1s obtained from the list of registered voters in a manner that is

prohibited by law; and

(H) notice that if the person makes a false statement in the document, the person is

punishable by law under Section 76-8-504.

(¢) The lieutenant governor or a county clerk may not disclose the date of birth of a

registered voter to a person that the lieutenant governor or county clerk reasonably believes:

(1) is not a qualified person or a person described in Subsection (4)(k); or

(11) will provide or use the date of birth in a manner prohibited by law.

(d) The lieutenant governor or a county clerk may not disclose the voter registration

form of a person, or information included in the person's voter registration form, whose voter
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registration form is classified as private under Subsection (4)(f) to a person other than a

government official or government employee acting in the government official's or government

employee's capacity as a government official or government employee.

(e) A person is guilty of a class A misdemeanor if the person:

(1) obtains the date of birth of a registered voter from the list of registered voters under

false pretenses; or

(i1) uses or provides the date of birth of a registered voter that is obtained from the list

of registered voters, in a manner that is not permitted by law.

() The lieutenant governor or a county clerk shall classify the voter registration record

of a voter as a private record if the voter submits:

(1) a written application, created by the lieutenant governor, requesting that the voter's

voter registration record be classified as private; and

(i1) provides evidence to the lieutenant governor or a county clerk establishing that

release of the information on the voter's voter registration record is likely to put the voter or a

member of the voter's household's life or safety at risk, or to put the voter or a member of the

voter's household at risk of being stalked or harassed.

(2) The evidence described in Subsection (4)(f) may include:

(1) a protective order;

(i1) a police report; or

(111) other evidence designated by rule, made in accordance with Title 63G, Chapter 3,

Utah Administrative Rulemaking Act, by the director of elections within the Office of the

Lieutenant Governor.

(h) In addition to any criminal penalty that may be imposed under this section, the

lieutenant governor may impose a civil fine against a person who obtains the date of birth of a

registered voter from the list of registered voters under false pretenses, or provides or uses a

date of birth of a registered voter that is obtained from the list of registered voters in a manner

that is not permitted by law, in an amount equal to the greater of:

(1) the product of 30 and the square root of the total number of dates of birth obtained,
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provided, or used unlawfully, rounded to the nearest whole dollar; or

(i) $200.

(1) A qualified person may not obtain, provide, or use the date of birth of a registered

voter, if the date of birth is obtained from the list of registered voters or from a voter

registration record, unless the person:

(1) 1is a government official or government employee who obtains, provides, or uses the

date of birth in the government official's or government employee's capacity as a government

official or government employee;

(11) is a qualified person described in Subsection (4)(a)(i1), (iii), or (iv) and obtains or

uses the date of birth only to verify the accuracy of personal information submitted by an

individual or to confirm the identity of a person in order to prevent fraud, waste, or abuse;

(111) 1s a qualified person described in Subsection (4)(a)(v) and obtains, provides, or

uses the date of birth for a political purpose; or

(1v) 1s a qualified person described in Subsection (4)(a)(vi) and obtains, provides, or

uses the date of birth to provide the date of birth to another qualified person to verify the

accuracy of personal information submitted by an individual or to confirm the identity of a

person in order to prevent fraud, waste, or abuse.

(1) A person who is not a qualified person may not obtain, provide, or use the date of

birth of a registered voter, if the date of birth is obtained from the list of registered voters or

from a voter registration record, unless the person:

(1) 1s a candidate for public office and uses the date of birth only for a political purpose;

(i1) obtains the date of birth from a political party or a candidate for public office and

uses the date of birth only for the purpose of assisting the political party or candidate for public

office to fulfill a political purpose.

(k) The lieutenant governor or a county clerk may provide a date of birth to a member

of the media, in relation to an individual designated by the member of the media, in order for

the member of the media to verify the identity of the individual.

495 (A) arelease from the subject of the record that is dated no more than 90 days prior to
496  the date the request is made; and

497 (B) asigned acknowledgment of the terms of disclosure of controlled information as

503 (b) A person who receives a record from a governmental entity in accordance with

(3) If there is more than one subject of a private or controlled record, the portion of the
record that pertains to another subject shall be segregated from the portion that the requester is
entitled to inspect.

(4) Upon request, and except as provided in Subsection (10) or (11)(b), a governmental
entity shall disclose a protected record to:

(a) the person who submitted the record;

(b) any other individual who:

(1) has a power of attorney from all persons, governmental entities, or political
subdivisions whose interests were sought to be protected by the protected classification; or

(i1) submits a notarized release from all persons, governmental entities, or political
subdivisions whose interests were sought to be protected by the protected classification or from
their legal representatives dated no more than 90 days prior to the date the request is made;

(c) any person to whom the record must be provided pursuant to:

(1) a court order as provided in Subsection (7); or

(i1) a legislative subpoena as provided in Title 36, Chapter 14, Legislative Subpoena
Powers; or

(d) the owner of a mobile home park, subject to the conditions of Subsection
41-1a-116(5).

(5) A governmental entity may disclose a private, controlled, or protected record to
another governmental entity, political subdivision, another state, the United States, or a foreign
government only as provided by Section 63G-2-206.

(6) Before releasing a private, controlled, or protected record, the governmental entity
shall obtain evidence of the requester's identity.

(7) A governmental entity shall disclose a record pursuant to the terms of a court order
signed by a judge from a court of competent jurisdiction, provided that:

(a) the record deals with a matter in controversy over which the court has jurisdiction;

(b) the court has considered the merits of the request for access to the record;
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533 (c) the court has considered and, where appropriate, limited the requester's use and
534  further disclosure of the record in order to protect:

535 (1) privacy interests in the case of private or controlled records;

(d) A governmental entity may not disclose or authorize disclosure of a private record
for research purposes as described in this Subsection (8) if the private record is a record
described in Subsection 63G-2-302(1)[¢t)](u).

(9) (a) Under Subsections 63G-2-201(5)(b) and 63G-2-401(6), a governmental entity
may disclose to persons other than those specified in this section records that are:

(i) private under Section 63G-2-302; or

(i1) protected under Section 63G-2-305 subject to Section 63G-2-309 if a claim for
business confidentiality has been made under Section 63G-2-309.

(b) Under Subsection 63G-2-403(11)(b), the records committee may require the
disclosure to persons other than those specified in this section of records that are:

(b) A record disclosed under Subsection (12)(a) shall retain its character as private,
protected, or controlled.

Section 7. Section 63G-2-301 is amended to read:

(1) As used in this section:

(a) "Business address" means a single address of a governmental agency designated for
the public to contact an employee or officer of the governmental agency.

(b) "Business email address" means a single email address of a governmental agency
designated for the public to contact an employee or officer of the governmental agency.

(c) "Business telephone number" means a single telephone number of a governmental
agency designated for the public to contact an employee or officer of the governmental agency.

(2) The following records are public except to the extent they contain information

(a) laws;

(b) the name, gender, gross compensation, job title, job description, business address,

(1) undercover law enforcement personnel; and

made by a governmental entity in an administrative, adjudicative, or judicial proceeding except
that if the proceedings were properly closed to the public, the opinion and order may be
withheld to the extent that they contain information that is private, controlled, or protected;

(d) final interpretations of statutes or rules by a governmental entity unless classified as
protected as provided in Subsection 63G-2-305 (17) or (18);

(e) information contained in or compiled from a transcript, minutes, or report of the
open portions of a meeting of a governmental entity as provided by Title 52, Chapter 4, Open
and Public Meetings Act, including the records of all votes of each member of the
governmental entity;

() judicial records unless a court orders the records to be restricted under the rules of
civil or criminal procedure or unless the records are private under this chapter;

(g) unless otherwise classified as private under Section 63G-2-303, records or parts of
records filed with or maintained by county recorders, clerks, treasurers, surveyors, zoning
commissions, the Division of Forestry, Fire, and State Lands, the School and Institutional Trust
Lands Administration, the Division of Oil, Gas, and Mining, the Division of Water Rights, or
other governmental entities that give public notice of:

(1) titles or encumbrances to real property;

(i1) restrictions on the use of real property;

(i11) the capacity of persons to take or convey title to real property; or

(iv) tax status for real and personal property;

(h) records of the Department of Commerce that evidence incorporations, mergers,

(1) a governmental entity;

(i1) a political subdivision;

(ii1) a federal agency if the governmental entity and the federal agency are jointly
responsible for implementation of a program or project that has been legislatively approved;

(iv) a government-managed corporation; or

(v) a contractor or private provider;

(k) drafts that have never been finalized but were relied upon by the governmental
entity in carrying out action or policy;

(I) original data in a computer program if the governmental entity chooses not to
disclose the program;

(m) arrest warrants after issuance, except that, for good cause, a court may order

restricted access to arrest warrants prior to service;
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(n) search warrants after execution and filing of the return, except that a court, for good
cause, may order restricted access to search warrants prior to trial;

(o) records that would disclose information relating to formal charges or disciplinary
actions against a past or present governmental entity employee if:

(1) the disciplinary action has been completed and all time periods for administrative
appeal have expired; and

(i1) the charges on which the disciplinary action was based were sustained;

(p) records maintained by the Division of Forestry, Fire, and State Lands, the School
and Institutional Trust Lands Administration, or the Division of Oil, Gas, and Mining that
evidence mineral production on government lands;

(q) final audit reports;

(r) occupational and professional licenses;

(s) business licenses; and

(t) anotice of violation, a notice of agency action under Section 63G-4-201, or similar
records used to initiate proceedings for discipline or sanctions against persons regulated by a
governmental entity, but not including records that initiate employee discipline.

(4) The list of public records in this section is not exhaustive and should not be used to
limit access to records.

(2) The following records are private if properly classified by a governmental entity:

(a) records concerning a current or former employee of, or applicant for employment
with a governmental entity, including performance evaluations and personal status information
such as race, religion, or disabilities, but not including records that are public under Subsection
63G-2-301(2)(b) or 63G-2-301(3)(0) or private under Subsection (1)(b);

(b) records describing an individual's finances, except that the following are public:

(1) records described in Subsection 63G-2-301(2);

(i1) information provided to the governmental entity for the purpose of complying with
a financial assurance requirement; or

(i11) records that must be disclosed in accordance with another statute;

(c) records of independent state agencies if the disclosure of those records would
conflict with the fiduciary obligations of the agency;

(d) other records containing data on individuals the disclosure of which constitutes a
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy;

(e) records provided by the United States or by a government entity outside the state

that are given with the requirement that the records be managed as private records, if the
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providing entity states in writing that the record would not be subject to public disclosure if
retained by it; and

(f) any portion of a record in the custody of the Division of Aging and Adult Services,
created in Section 62A-3-102, that may disclose, or lead to the discovery of, the identity of a
person who made a report of alleged abuse, neglect, or exploitation of a vulnerable adult.

(3) (a) As used in this Subsection (3), "medical records" means medical reports,
records, statements, history, diagnosis, condition, treatment, and evaluation.

(b) Medical records in the possession of the University of Utah Hospital, its clinics,
doctors, or affiliated entities are not private records or controlled records under Section
63G-2-304 when the records are sought:

(1) in connection with any legal or administrative proceeding in which the patient's
physical, mental, or emotional condition is an element of any claim or defense; or

(i1) after a patient's death, in any legal or administrative proceeding in which any party
relies upon the condition as an element of the claim or defense.

(c) Medical records are subject to production in a legal or administrative proceeding
according to state or federal statutes or rules of procedure and evidence as if the medical

records were in the possession of a nongovernmental medical care provider.
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
